Dear ure Heye: 


Herewith is the formula for making very fine, thin and 
transparent lacquer to cover silver egine - | 
Dilute Mastic Varnish with about three tines its buik 
of pure real turpentine. Good turpentine is necessary 
for the effect of some turpentines is to curdle and 

~ spoil the varnish. In coating it, dip or flow the yare 
nish over the medal and then lean it up on its edges to 
drain in a Cioset or some piace where it would not be 
disturbed for a week, us this varnish dries very slowly. 
When dry, this thin seulution will be practically invisi- 
ble and is very enduring. <A test medai has been known to 
last for twenty years. 


For coins or medals which have a dead surface, use simply 
uncooked mutton fat. When appiying it, first scrub 

_your fingers with a brush being sure that there is no grit 
in them, dry them and then rub finger and thumb on the © 
white, dry, raw mutton fat, and gently smear and press the 
fat into the pieces. This is also an absolute preservative 
against tarnish.
